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1 . The proposed amendments to the specification filed December 22, 2009 do not include 
markings as required by 37 CFR 1.121(b)(l)(ii). 

2. Applicants did not respond to the objection to the misspelling at page 1 1 , line 26, of the 
specification. See section 2(B) of the Ex parte Quayle action mailed October 29, 2009. 

3. In the proposed amendment to claim 67 filed December 22, 2009, line 2, "glycopeptide" 
was changed to "glycopeptides" without marking as required by 37 CFR 1.121(c)(2). The word 
should remain in its singular form. In the proposed amendment to claims 68 and 69, each 
occurrence of "glycopeptide" is misspelled. 

3. The amended Abstract filed December 22, 2009 should be re-submitted in the response to 
this Office action.
